AND  ALL  CLASSES  OF  POULTRY  WERE  WELL  CLEARED  A.T  THE  CLOSE.  MARKET  FIRM  AND  UNCHANGED 

Truck  receipts  included  23-|-  loads,  plus  5 due,  9 cars  on  track  plus  2 due  up  at  12 
noon.  There  is  one  car  reported  for  ■'"ommowor, 

Boston:  Live  poultry  prices  all  unchanged.  Supplies  of  fowl  and  chickens  were  short 
of  requirements  of  dressing  plants.  The  market  was  very  quiet  because  of 
light  supplies.  There  was  practically  no  poultry  available  for  kosher  killing.
